City Council 
OKs Budget 


At the regular meeting held a 
week ago Tuesday, the Grayling 
City Council approved a general 
operating budget cf $235,446 for 
the 1971-72 fiscal year beginning 
in July. 

According to City Manager 
William Valusek, the budget rep- 
resents a 26 per cent increase 
aver the current budget and 
provides for an employee retire- 
ment system and a life insur- 
ance program. 

The budget reflects a 7 per 
cent increase in employee sal- 
aries. In addition, it includes re-! 
placement of much of the pub- 
lic works equipment jost in the 
cily garage fire iast Fepruary,| 
Valusek stated. 

The general tax will remain 
the same as 1970, a rate of 19.5 
mills, primarily due to an in- 
crease in valuation. | 

| 


An additional 2.26 mills for! 
sewage improvements and a la- 
goon system, approved by the 
voters last year, will be spread 
on the July 1 tax billings. 

Valusek said, the water and 
sewer budget, separate from the 
general budget, in the amount 
of $82,800, is 10 per cent less 
than for the current year. Part 
of the reduction is the result of 
the sewage lagoon, now under 
construction, and the proposed 
abandonment of the present sew- 
age plant on the AuSable River, 
this summer.

Scholle Bows Out

We see by the papers 
where Gus Scholle is 
planning to step down as 
president of the Michigan 
AFL-CIO, 

And thus draws roa close 
probably the mostmom- 
entous era in Michigan 
politics. 

A glass worker by or- 
iginal trade, Scholle for 
the past quarter century 
has personificd the com- 
bination of labor leader 
and political leader which 
in Michigan put new vi- 
tality into the two-party 
system and threatened to 
make Michigan a one- 
party Democratic state. 

Latrer-day political 
watchers tn Michigan may 
have missed some of the 
significance of Scholle’s 
rote in Michigan politics. 

Pari of this 1s because 
for ihe’ past 20 years, 
strong Democratic ef- 
torts have always been 
firmly anchored by a 
large, almost monolithic 
organized labor political 
cffort in the Wayne coun- 
ty area, so strong that it 
has overhalanced con- 
centrated Republican 
strengths outside of 
Wayne county. 


The marriage of or- 
ganized labor and the 
Democratic party in Mi- 
chigan was no accident. It 
came by sesign. And one 
of the brokers of that 
marriage back in the 
early 1950s, was Gus 
Scholle as head of the 
powerful AFI.-CIO sraro 
organization.

State politics, but the vo- 
,fers never got too con- 
* cerned. 

Another favorite Scholle 
pursuit--in addition to a 
strong Democratic party, 
with strong union voice 
within it--was the one 
man-onc vote doctrine for 
legislative bodies. He 
fought long and hard, 
through both legisla- 
tive halls and court- 
rooms, and finally found 
his view upheld by the Un- 
ited States Sun 
Court. At times it was 
a lonely fight, but now one 
man-one vote is the law 
of the land,.ae the highest 
court itrttietand has in- 
terpreted it. 

Besides the atrophy that 
naturally accompanies 
continued succegs, 
Scholle’s perceptible in- 
fluencad 
somewhat in receni years 
when the UAW pulled out 
of the national AFL-CIO, 
and a half-million Mich- 
igan members left Scho- 
Ile’e state AFL-CIO. The 
two groups worked close- 
ly together, to be sure, 
but they were two groups 
how , not one.
